The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a device having a first resonator that is biofunctionalized with 
a first receptor or ligand and a substrate or second resonator biofunctionalized with a 
second receptor or ligand, wherein the first receptor or ligand and second receptor or 
ligand are capable of binding to an analyte simultaneously for detection of the analyte.
